Count Erbach Made Uramatir 
Escape From Asylum

Berlin, January 4—Count Erasmm 
Erbach, a member of one of the most 
famous German families and until fee 
cently heir to estates worth $1,250,000 a 
year, made a dramatic escape from an 
asylum at Ahlweiler, and has disap- 
peared. 

The count was seized at Frankfort-on- 
Main on November 29, and forcibly car- 
ried off to the asylum, where he was 
placed under close guard. 

His arrest was made on application 
of his father and relatives, who de- 
clared that he was insane. The proof 
of his insanity lay in his romantic mar- 
riage with Dora Fischer, the pretty 
daughter of a washerwoman. When the 
count refused to give up his wife, a 
specia] tribunal was appealed to, and 
the marriage was declared null and 
void. 

There was a further development in 
the romance when the count was for- 
mally dispossessed of all rights of pos- 
session, and his uncle, Count Arthur, 
was elected in his place. 

Girl Wife’s True Love. 


Count Erasmus’ escape from the asy- 
lum was planned and executed by the 
washerwoman’s daughter. The plucky 
girl-wife acted with great energy and 
determination from the moment of her 
husband's arrest. She first bribed an 
attendant of the asylum and persuaded 
him to help the count to obtain means 
to escape from the building. 

Then she worked out detalled arrange- 
ments for his flight outside, and 
through.the attendant communicated 
her instructions to Connt Erasmus. 

The attendant supplied the count with 
a stout rope, and he made use of the 
rape to lower himself from the window 
‘to the .ground. The descent was ex- 
tremely perilous, owing to the great 
height of the window, and the least 
slip would have caused the count to 
drop to certain death. Fortunately no 
mishap occurred and Count Erasmus got 
away without molestation to a spot 
where his wife was waiting with a pow- 
erful motor car. 

The fugitives dashed off at express 
speed. Their destination was the Swiss 
frontier, a distance of a little more than 
200 miles. They intend to be married 
again in Switzerland, and thus defy the 
count’s parents.

Many years ago I read a. pathetic story, 
which is constantly recalled to mind as the 
duties of this compilation compel me to read 
the records of past years and reperuse the 
long closed letters of my beloved and live 
over again the happy days when we were all 
in all to each other. I do not remember all 
the details of the incident which so impressed 
me, but the chief facts were these: 

A married couple were crossing one of the 
great glaciers of the Alpine regions when a 
fatal accident occurred. The husband fell 
down one of the huge crevasses which abound 
on all glaciers. The rope broke, and the 
depth of the chasm was so great that no help 
could be rendered, nor could the body be 
recovered. Over the wife’s anguish at her 
loss we must draw the veil of silence. Forty 
years afterward saw her, with the guide who 
had accompanied: them at the time of the 
accident, staying at the nearest hotel at the 
foot of the giacier, waiting for the sea of 
ice to give up its dead, for by the well known 
law of glacier progression the form of her 
long lost husband might be expected to ap- 
pear, expelled from the mouth of the torrent 
about that date.

By that time 
she had left Russia. When arrested in 
Austria she said she was sorry her 
fright had led her to seek safety in 
flight and regretted that she had not 
given herself up to the police then 
and there. She declares that if the 
revolutionary cause is to prosper it 
myst not. be robbed of its martyrs. 
She is quite willing to make one of 
them and endue the horrors of a life- 
long Siberian exile.

She planned 
the death of Pawloy, the martial pro- 
curator, and of Von Launic, head of 
the town of Petersburg. It was with 
her bombs that both these men were 
kflled. She lived as a fashionable 
her show rooms was a large laboratory, 
milliner in Petereburg; but behind 
fitted up with materials used in bomb- 
making and containing large stores of 
firearms and ammunition.

To their amazement they discovered 
that one contained pombs, explosives, 
firearms, illega] literature and cylin- 
ders for making the newest and most 
dangerous kinds of bombs; the second, 
plans of the royal palaces of Peterhof, 
Tsoreka Selo and Gatchin, in which 
the paths and roads used by the iIm- 
perial family were marked with red 
ink. and notes made of the villages in- 
hubited by palace dignitaries. Papers 
found contained the details of a plot 
to murder the whole of the imperial 
family and the chief courtiers. 

Zubowa was immediately placed under 
arrest. of course, and confessed that the 
thought of all the lives she was about 
to imperil made her attempt suicide. 
She soon recovered from her =§ self- 
inflicted wound, however, and her ex- 
amination led to the arrest of the other 
women and severa] men. The men were 
all hanged and the women sentenced to 
hard labor in Siberia. 

Tarasowa, besides being implicated in 
the ‘‘Palace plot,”’ as it is called, form- 
ed an organization whose chief object 
is to make soldiers and sailors mutiny. 
This organization is very strong in 
Viborg and Cronstadt, and, though sev- 
enteen women have been arrested in 
connection with it, there is little pros- 
pect of its being stamped out. Its mem- 
bers, who have sworn to convert so!- 
diers and sailors to the revolutionary 
cause at all cos‘s, go into the lowest 
resorts which they frequent and do not 
hesitate to sacrifice everything that 


women hold most sacred in order to 
win them over. It is another case of 


the end justifying the means. It is 
said that all the mutinies which have 
broken .out in Russia during the last 
four years have been hatched in these 
dens by women of the so-called “‘intel- 
ligent classes.”’

She Tried to Cajole Cossack. 


Mary Prokofiewa, who lived with one 
of the male conspirators in the charac- 
ter of a maid servant, and used to let 
in all the accomplices when meetings 
were held in Peterhof, is a sister of 
the man who blew up the Grand hotel 
in Petersburg whilst making bombs in 
1906. She was the fiancee of Sazonow, 
who killed the Minister Plevhe some 
vears ago. Tarasowa and Feodosiewa 
are. both married women—their hus- 
bands were lawyers, and have been 
hanged. . 

‘It was ‘‘Nina’’ who used to receive 
the Cossack Kola, and tried to persuade 
him to help murder the czar, promis- 


jing an exalted place in the “party” if 


he would do so. He visited her several 
times, and pretended to enter into her 
plans. But after each meeting with 
her he ‘went to the police at Peterhof 
and gave a detailed acount of the inter- 
view. Nina’s great confederate was a 
telegraph clerk, named Naumon, who 
had been sert to Siberia some years 
ago and escaped thence to Petersburg. 
It would be an endless task to enu- 
merate ell the women who have been 
and are still implicated in the Russian 
revolutionary movement. They nearly 
all end their careers in Siberia, where

they go to the settlements set apart 
for political offenders. Some even 
work in the imperial family’s copper 
and salt mines in the Ural mountains. 
This fate has been reserved for those 
who belonged to ‘‘Comrade Nina's” or- 
ganization. A new tria! of twenty wom- 
en is about to take place in Petersburg. 
and there is little doubt that they have 
had some connection with “Nina,” as 
their names appeared on lists found in 
her lodginf. They are charged with 
inciting soldiers to revolt. Their activ- 
ity amongst soldiers and sailors is due 
‘o the new program of the revolution- 
ists, who, realizing that they can do 
nothing so long as the army and navy 
remain faithful to the czar, have de- 
cided to convert these forces to rank 
revolution. The recent ‘mishap’ to 
the czar’s yacht when in Finnish waters 
is part of their work. 

If the revolutionary movement were 
in the hands of men alone it is possible 
that it might be stamped out. But en- 
listing as it does a legion of women 
who stop at no sacrifice, hesitate at no 
crime to further the cause, it is doubt- 
ful if it ever can be suppressed.

Chicago, January 4.—That certain sec- 
tions of the national banking laws are 
dead letters, so far as banking practice 
is concerned, and that these violations 
meet with orly formal criticism from 
the comptroller of the currency was 
the testimony today of George M. Cof- 
fin, of New York. former deputy comp- 
troller of the currency, in the trial of 
John R. Walsh, on the charges of mis- 
applying the funds of the defunct Chi- 
cago National bank. Mr. Coffin was 
for eight years vice president of the 
Phoenix National bank of New York, 
and until recently president of the 
Beaver aNtional bank of New York. Mr. 
Coffin said that he had been connected 
with the office the comptroller of 
the. currency from 1886 to 1898, and 


that he still held a commission as bank 
examiner.

Coffin was asked by Attorney John S§S. 
Miller, for the defense, if it was a pre- 
vailing practice of national banks to 
make accommodation and memorandum 
notes and loans in excess of the limit 
provided for by the banking laws. 

Before the witness coud answer an 
objection by the attorneys for the gOv- 
ernment brought on a long argument, 
during which Judge Anderson declared 
that the question was neither material, 
competent nor revelant as far as 
Walsh’s intent. in similar transactions 
was concerned, but he allowed it to be 
given in order that the defense might 
lay a foundation for an attempt to 
prove that such practices are general 
all over the country. 

The question was then repeated, and 
Mr. Coffin answered in the affirmative. 
Then the examination broadened. 

“Were such cases as this one in which 
Mr. Walsh is involved, frequently re- 
ported to the comptroller by the bank 
examiners?’’

“Were they 
troller?” 

“No, there was no special objection.” 

“What took place In the comptroller’s 
office ?’’ 

“The reports were gone over, and 
printed letters calling attention to the 
bank statutes were sent to the banks.”’ 

“Did the practice of making excessive 
loans prevail?’ 

“Yes. There were always about one- 
third of the banks making such loans, 
This prevailed in reserve districts and 
in about thirty cities of the country, in- 
cluding New York and Chicago.” 

Mr. Coffin then testified that 
printed letters sent to the banks were 
perfunctory, signed with autograph 
stamps and containing no directions 
regarding the reduction of excessive 
loans.

Memorandum Notes Customary. 


These letters were not followed up, 
and replies even were not necessary. 

The witness asserted that all loans 
from banks by their officers are gen- 
erally considered matters of judgment. 
Memorandum notes are customary, he 
asserted, in all banks with which he {ts 
familiar. 

Under cros®examination by Fletcher 
Dobyns, assistant district attorney, Mr. 
Coffin admitted that he had never seen 
any memorandum notes like those in 
the Chicago National bank, to which 
officers of the bank signed another per- 
son's name without authority from, or 
knowledge of that person. Later Mr. 
Dobyns asked: “Was there any limit 
on excessive loans that depended on the 
amount of the bank’s capital?” 

“That depended more on the amount 
of the deposits than the capital.”’ 

When asked for a case where ex- 
cessive loans had been made by a bank 
officer to enterprises in which he was 
interested, the witness cited the Ches- 
ter Street bank of Philadelphia, and 
then asserted that this institution has 
failed, and is now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver.

In a memoir written by David Akere 
son in /I8!! is found this description: 
Washington had a large, thick nose, and 
it was very red «hat day, giving me 
the impression that he was not so mod- 
erate in the use of liquors as he was 
supposed to be. found afterward that 
this was a pecullarity. His nose was 
apt to turn searlet in a cold wind. He 
was standing near a small campfire, 
evidently lost in thought, and making 
effort to keep warm. He seemed 
6'4 feetin height, wasas erect asamIn- 
dian and did not for a moment relax 
from a military attitude that seemed a 
vital part of the man. 

Washington's exact height was 6 feet

At that time he weighed 200 pounds, 
and there was no surplus flesh about 
him.

Establishment of real through passenger service between Chicago and 
Jacksonville the year round, effective beginning January 12, as announced in 
yesterday’s Constitution, marks a distinct forward step in southern train 
service which will be welcomed by the traveling public. 

The Louisville and Nashville and Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis’ 
“Dixie Flyer,’ heretofore a continuous Pullman service only, between Chicago 
and Jacksonville, is to be metamorphosed into a solid vestibuled train with 
dining car and all conveniences, traveling unbroken between those points, 
similar to the long established daily service of the Washington and South- 
western Vestibule Limited between New York and New Orleans. 

Heretofore the Dixie Flyer has consisted of two or three through sleeping 
cars transferred from one train to another at junction points, and often de- 
pendent upon the consideration of connections in waiting for them. Now it 
is to be a solid, through train with a schedule of its own, and dependent solely 
on its own ability to make the time. 

Though the inauguration of this new through service comes with the

The perpetuation of a guardian strip 
of forests along the Appalachian 
range, means the proper regulation of 
rainfall, upon which hinges the suc- 
cess or failure, or the extent of each 
(tf the south’s basic industry of agri- 
culture.

“hich protection-to the individual and 
community health all material prog- 
ress and accomplishment is vain. It 
means the preservation of hardwood 
supplies, already sadly diminished by 
ruthless deforestation. It has a vital 
bearing on the purity and abundance 
of the water supply of southern cities. 

These many deep-lying questions on 
which the project for an Appalachian 
forest reservation rests, concern pos- 
terity even more vitally than the cur- 
rent generation. This section has not, 
as yet, begun to feel the extremes of 
the pinch ofa lumber famine, the max- 
imum penalty exacted in lessened 
water power, or the heavier meteoro- 
logical consequences—though it is true 
that evidence of tangible loss in all 
three respects is already beginning to 
accumulate. The most crushing por- 
tion of the burden will fall on poster- 
ity, unless we take steps to conserve 
the natura] assets of which we are but 
the passing stewards. 

A bill carrying an appropriation of 
$5,000,000 and providing for the estab- 
lishment of the reserve, is already be- 
fcre a congressional committee. It 
will come up for a committee hearing 
the latter part of the month. The 
mass meeting to be held here on the 
16th is to be under the auspices of the 
American Institute of Engineers, and 
will be participated in by the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club, the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs and many of the 
most prominent professional and busi- 
ress men of Atlanta.

BANK STATEMENT IS GOOD. 


Deficiency in Reserve Is Being Rap- | 
idly Wiped Ont. 


New York, aJnuary 4.—The Financier , 
will say: 

“As was expected from the prelimi- 
nary estimates of the movements of 
money last week, and from other data 
showing reductions in loans and depos- 
its, the bank statement was quite favor- 
able, in that it indicateag good progress 
toward the extinction of the deficiency 
in reserve. This item was reduced to 
$11,509,550 as the result of an increase 
of $8,660,800 in reserve. The cash gain 
during the week was $8,045,900. This 
iwas due largely to receipts from the in- 
terior and it is noteworthy that such re-| 
ceipts were larger ‘than in the corre-. 
sponding periods in the past two years, 
which is of itself a most encouraging) 
fact. The receipts of gold from abroad 
and from (domestic sources contributed 
materially to the above mentioned gain 
in cash. Deposits decreased $2,459,600 
as the result of the contraction in loans 
and of the augmentation in cash. The 
required reserve against deposits was 
$614,900, adding which to the increased 
cash made $8,660,800 as the gain in re- 
serve as shown above to $!1,509,550 de- 
ficiency. Public deposits were reduced 
$2,500,000 pecause of recalls thereof by 
the treasury. Computed upon the basis 
of deposits les those of public funds a 
surplus of 67,568,130 is shown. The 
ldans «were contracted $14,822,000, this 
was caused by the cancellation of loans 
last week which had been temporarily 
effected in the previous week with de- 
posits of funds in the banks preparatory 
to the distribution of dividends and in- 
terest, It would seem that such pay- 
ments will bé largely increased during 
this week, thus contributing to a further 
contraction in loans, and if there shail 
then be a gain in cash, as seems prob- 
able .because of arrivals of gold from 
Europe end of a return of currency from 
the interior, the deficiency may be well 
nigh, if not entirely, extinguished.” |

TAX COMMITTEE 
MAKES REPORT 


Some Very Interesting Data 
About the City 
Taxes, 


The tax committee of the general 
council of 1907, F. A. Quillian, chairman, 
met for the time yesterday and 
drew up a report. In report the 
c@mmittee says: 

The legislature enlarged 
of the city of Atlanta at its session held in 
1906. Prior to that time the maximum tax 
that could be levied for business license was 


$50, where ad valorum tax was paid. By the 
act of the legislature this was increased to

In exercising the additional powers given 
to the city by this act your committee has 
heen exceedingly conservative and believe 
that all tax committees in the future should 
be conservative in this respect. 

The report furnished us by the tax assessors 
shows a very gratifying increase in the tax- 
able property of the city for the past year. 
This report shows that the assessed valued 
of real estate has increased from $59,998,780 
in 1906 to $68,035,954 in 1907. Their report 
also shows a large gain on the returns of per- 
sonal property. We belleve that if all per- 
sonal property in the city, including money, 
notes and accounts, were returned at a proper 
valuation, that the increased revenues of the 
city from this source would be very large. 

We wish to call the attention of the general 
council and the public generally to the in- 
creased value of property within the city 
during the past eight years.

Many steamers have been delayed 
from a few days to more than a week 
dn crossing the Atlantic since Decem- 
ber |, on account of heavy weather and

{ety concerning the Mount Royal until 
this week. The feeling of uneasiness 
has increased daily, however, 
absence of news continued. 

Captain Murray of the Canadian Pa- 
cific steamer Empress of Britain which 
arrived here from Liverpool yesterday, 
expressed the opinion that the missing 
vessel is safe and will be heard from 
in a short time, The Mount~-Royal is 
not equipped with the wireless tele- 
graph apparatus, so that if she is afloat 
nothing will be heard from her until 
she approaches land or is sighted by 
gome vessel. 

May Be Drifting. 


The Mount Royal is a single screw 
steamer of 4,599 tons and nearly ten 
years old. Shipping men express the 
opinion that in the event of her shaft 
breaking. one of the reasons advanced 
for her failure to reach port, she would 
drift out of the track of passing steam- 
ers, elther east or west-bound, and 
finally find herself in the vicinity of 
Bermuda, driven by the currents. 

So far as known few, if any Amer- 
ican or Canadians sailed on the vessel. 
The passengers are nearly all Hebrew

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BANK SHAKEN 
BY EXPLOSION 
OF DYNAMITE 


Bomb Placed in the First 
National of Kansas 
city 


SEVERAL PERSONS HURT 
AND BUILDING DAMAGED 


The Bank Was Crowded at the 
Time and a Wild Scramble 
Ensued—No Clew to the 


Bomb Thrower. 


Kansas City, Mo., January 4.—A con- 
census of expert opinion tonight is that 
the explosion in the beautiful marbie 
building of the First National bank here 
this afternoon was caused by dynamite 


or some other high explosive. A plece 


of pipe, belfeved to have been part of 
a bomb, was found late today in the 
wrecked basement. 

A motive is lacking, but the bank‘offi- 
cials and the police incline to the be- 
lief that the explosion was either the 
work of a crank or that a bomb had 
been secreted in the basement by would- 
be burglars for future use, and had 
been touched off prematurely. 

No arrests have been made, and the 
police are without any definite clew 
upon which to work.

Pleads for Better Salaries and 
Talks of Normal 
Classes, 


FACTS HE MANES PUBLIC. 
ARE. OF MUCH INTEREST 


He Urges Payment of Higher Sala- 
ries to Teachers—Advocates Nore 
mal School and Industrial 
Education—Report That 
Will Be Widely Read. 


A most {mportant paper goes to the 


board of education from Superintendent 


William M. Slaton. It fs of great in- 
terest to the general public because it 
makes a strong plea for higher sal- 
aries for the teachers, gives the first 
public utterance that he has made con- 
cerning the normal classes which were 
criticised a short time ago, states the 
growth of the schools, mentions what 
is needed for the ensuing year, and 
furnishes some most interesting sta- 
tistics. 

Superintendent Slaton starts his an- 
nual report with figures showing that 
the schools expended last year $382,925 
out of an appropriation of $408,308. He 
states that the money received from 
the state public fund was $53,989.36 
and from non-residents tuitions $924.78. 

Under the heading, “Appropsiations 
for 1908” he takes up the question of 
better salaries for the teachers. In this 
connection he says:

The continual growth of our schools makes 
a liberal appropriation absolutely necessary 
to render them efficient. The appropriations 
for the year 1908 must take into consideration 
that we are to build a new school 
the fifth ward, to erect a work shop on the :

The evlored teachers are engaged in the 
fame general work from 9:30 until 11:30 
o'clock on the first Saturdays in each month. 
They also mieet on the fourth Saturdays from 
8 to 1 o'clock. 

The white primary grades meet on the sec- 
-@nd Saturday in each month and at present 
ere giving one hour on those days to the 
atudy of English grammar and arithmetic, 
@ach under’ leaders chosen by the superin- 
tendent, and a half-hour each to music, 
Grawing, penmanship and physical culture 
under the directors itn those departments. 
The whole time taken on this one Baturday in 
the month ts four hours. during which good 
work ta being done. Thus the teacherg and 
the schoolg are being benefited. 

On the third Saturday in the month the 
white grammar grades, from the fifth to the 
seventh inclusive, are studying along the 
eume courses ag the primary grades, with 
much profit. The principals and assistant 
principals in the eighth grade normal classes 
ave taking a course in rhetoric. English 
composition in the eighth grade is in the 
hends of the principals, and this plan will 
very much improve our English composition 
under approved methods of instruction.

POULARDE VALENTINO. 


Zone a small tender chicken, and pound 


the meat in a mortar with a little salt, pep- 
per and nutmeg. When it is reduced to a 
puree, add fur ounces of thick double cream 
and the whites of three eggs, one at a time, 
and rub the mixture through a sieve; then 
beat it well with a spatula and add half a 
pint of whipped cream with the white of an 
egg beaten to a stiff froth. Keep this farce 
in a cool place. 


TO PREPARE THE SALPICON. 


Wash and wipe four ounces of mushrooms 
and blanch them in acidulated boiling water; 
cut’ them into thin shreas and add to them 
two ounces of red tongue and four ounces 
of truffles, cut into very fine strips. in the 
meanwhile prepare a white roux with an 
ounce of butter, an ounce of flour moistened 
with the juice from the mushrooms, and 
half a gill of milk, and let this sauce cook 
gently, being careful to skim it. In about 
eight or ten minutes, when the sauce is re- 
duced to a creamy substance, season with 
salt, pepper, and nutmeg, and bind it with 
the yolks of two eggs; then strain it care- 
fully.. Add to this the salpicon of mush- 
rooms, tongue and truffle, and let it all get 
cold, 


TO FARCE THE PULLET. 


Take a fine fat pullet and line the carcass 
with a layer of the farce made from t 
meat of the small chicken. Then fill up 
the center with the salpicon of mushrooms, 
etc., after it has got cold. Tie up the 
chicken and fry it lightly in butter, turning 
it from time to time till it is colored all 
over: then moisten the pan with a gill and 
a half of good consommee or stock and an 
equal quantity of white wine,eadd a bouquet 
garni, place the stewpan over a moderate 
tire, and let the pullet cook very gently.

The National Council of Jewish Women, now 
about 20,000 strong. was organized by Mrs. 
H. Solomon, of Chicago, at the world's fair 
in 1893. 

Thereafter sections of this national coun- 
cll were organized in one city after another 
in the United States until it has spread its 
influence to almost every city of greater or 
lesser size and importance, and now we find 
{tt international, for sections have been or- 
ganized in London and Toronto, Canada. 

This National Council of Jewish Women is 
affiliated with the Council of Women of the 
United States and also with the Internationa! 
Council] of Women. 

Its objects are: ‘To bring about closer 
relations among Jewish women, to furnish, 
by an organio union, a medium of communt- 


common interest, to further united effort 
behalf of Judeiasm by applying 
study; to further united efforts in behalf of 
sociad reform by the application of the best 
philanthropic thought.’’ 

Our Atlanta section Was organized in the 
fall of 1895 with about eeventy members, the 
first president being Mrs. Julius Alexander. 
Our membership has siowly but steadily in- 
creased until now it mumbers about one hun- 
dred and eighty, and fine prospects for a 
larger increase during the present year.

A reception was tendered a prominent visit- 
ing member of the National Council which 
brought out the members en force. 

We have augmented very perceptibly our 
Sabbath school library on several occasions. 
Once, with a very successful book shdwer 
which resulted in ninety-five nice new books 
and, I may say, all good books, and several 
times with money, and once being the direct 
inspiration of a gift of $25 to it from the 
temple board. 

The educational committee formed study 
circles among the children, which, under the 
leadership of different council members, have 
proven a great success. These children do- 
nated to the Sabbath school library the books 
they bought for study at these circles, after 
reading them. 

In May our section furnished 
used by the Orphan Home children 
firmation. 

Our donations during the year, besides those 
already mentioned, include: Twenty-five dol- 
lars to the children’s ward of the Home for 
incurables; ten dollars to the model school 
fund, voted at the meeting held Wednesday, 
October 80, 1907; fifty dollars to the Denver 
Hospital for Consumptives; ten dollars to the 
National Farm school; ten dollars to the Re- 
bun County Model school; fifteen dollars to 
the free kindergarten for the purchase of @ 
new table and chairs, as well as our regular 
dues of fifteen dollars, and yearly donation of 
fifty dollars to the same grand organization, 
fifteen dollars to the Young Men’s Hebrew 
Association to purchase books for their li- 
brary, and our annual subscription of five 
dollars to tXte Old Ladies’ Home, and we also 
voted at this meeting money not less than 
ten dollars for the purchase of a bookcase 
for the Newsboys’ Club of Atlanta. 

In conclusion, I will add that the great suc- 
cess attained heretofore is an incentive for 
still greater activity and we hope hereafter 
to put our best efforts and spend our In- 
fluence for still greater good, broadening both 
our educational and philanthropic scope.

Only one or two in England, as they 
come in their long robes into the dim 
chapels, seem adding the very presence 
of poety to their music. Indeed, few 
things could appeal so strongly to botn

To the workingman, at least, Boxing 
day, which follows, is more to be re- 
joiced upon. “Boxing** day has nothing 
to do with pugilistic encoutners, nor 
with any of the athletic sports. that 
we have upon our own national day or 
thanksgiving; it is so named vecause on 
that day the butcher, the baker, and 
the candlestick maker, plus the whole 
@rray of servants, carpenters, and ar- 
tisans of all kinds, appear to be ‘“box- 
ed”” or to receive boxes or bags and 


hampers with their holiday gifts. 

Even the postman, whose lantern has 
been a welcome beacon as he made his 
10 o'clock rounds, as well as the parcels- 
postman, somewhat less approachable, 
but even more impressive, as he pedals 
his scarlet hamper with the royal ini- 
tials emblazoned upon it, appears for 
his “box.” 

Costly Presents Given. 


The English themselves give fewer 
presents than we. Hundreds of Christ- 
mas cards are sent, some of them indi- 
vidual designs or cards especially en- 
graved, but the burden of costly present- 
giving to one’s friends is fortunately not 
so great in England as it is here. 

Boxing day is the day for the opening 
of the Christmas pantomimes, and it is, 
in a sense, the children’s day also, for 
to the matinee they are carried by thou- 
sands. We are beginning to import some 
of the pantomimes that are given most 
successfully at this time, but they have 
lost much of their charm in the addi- 
tion of ‘ballets and features designed 
for grown-ups; the English pantomimes 
are really children’s plays, and they are 
exquisitely done, 

Not even the charms of our adored 
“Peter Pan’’ are much greater than 
those of some pantomimes that the 
writer happened to see in London, nota-

A Picturesque Ceremony. 


Possibly the most picturesque Christe 
mas ceremony at Oxford, however, is 
the bringing in the boar’s head, which 
occurs at Queen's college each year. 
Tieckeis are sought long in advance, and 
the littla lane outside the eastern gate 
through which one enters is crowded 
long before the hour by thrones of 
curious people. They find their way 
into the hall, or college dining room, 
where the fortunate even clamber upon 
tables to see the processions it enters, 

After a while music is heard, and 
vested choir enters, the -choir master 
beating time for a Latin chant, said by 
those sufficiently skilled to follow its 
unclassic lines, to commemorate the 
rescue of a Queen's student from a wild 
boar during the middle ages. Behind 
the choir comes the boar's head itself, 
ransted, covered with gorgeous orna- 
ments, and crowned with a great gilt 
crown. It is on a huge platter, and is 
borne by four of the black-robed dons, 
whose manner betrays in no way that 
they are conscious of any but a most 
important office. There is a short ora- 
tion, and then the head is carved and 
the meat is distributed to all who want 
it. It is said that originally a boar’s 
head was offered each year by the col- 
lege as a tribute to the king, and the 
custom has thus been continued until {¢ 
has become a notable Christmas cere- 
mony. 

Indeed, is probably more 
faithfu] than Oxford in preserving me- 
diaeval customs and traditions. The

| Magdalen tower, the beating the bounds 
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fgr the old Saint Mary's parish, 
the solemn parade of the proctors for

For on every New Year's day all who 
will may apply at the porter’s lodge, 
where they will receive a needle and 
thread with the admonitjon to “Take 
this and be thrifty.’’ The origin of this 
is, of course, not:certain, but it is sup- 
posed to be based in some way on the 
name of the founder, Aiguille, which 
is the French for needle. 

How charming these old ceremonies 
are no one can realize by merely read- 
ing. But to one who has seen them 
they are a vivid and beautiful memory, 
an dabout them clings an indiscribable 
charm belonging to the English Yule.

London, January 4.—Another vol- 
ume (the thirty-third number) of the 
Statistica] Abstract {ssued by the board 
of trade, and just published, contains a 
wealth of detail concerning the popula- 
tions, trade, industries, shipping, means 
of communication, etc., of most foreign 
countries. 

AS a mere sample of its contents, the 
following figures, showing the relgtive 
density of population of various coun- 
tries per square mile may be quoted. 
The figures are based on the last cen- 
sus taken in each case, that of the 
United Kingdom, for example, being in 
i901, and that of Germany in 1905; the 
area in square miles is given for each 
country to afford some opportunity for 
comparison:
